Organized Labor Is to Appeal 
to the President to Rescind 
His Order in the 
‘Miller Case. 


TO ACT IF HE REFUSE. 


Requests Sent to All American 

Federation Lodges Urging 
That a Vote Be Taken

Washington, D. C., Sept. [Special. 1 
Organized labor throughout the country 
has been called upon by the Washington 
Central Labor union to appeal to President 
Roosevelt to modify his no discrimination 
labor order and to direct the dismissal of W. 
A. Miller, the assistant foreman in the gov- 
ernment printing office. If he fails to do 
ase is to be declared unfair to organized 


This action was taken with the approval | 


of the American Federation of Labor. The 
Central Labor union has adopted resolutions 
calling upon all labor lodges of the federa- 
tion, representing nearly 2,000,000 men, to 
express themselves by resolution on these 
questions. 

E. J. Roach, representing the Bookbinders’ 
union on the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor, has, it is 


said, telegraphed the various labor organiza- | 


tions, urging them to declare President 
Roosevelt unfair. 


What Will President Do? | 

While there are no threats in the resolu- 
tions they were agopted for the purpose of 
inducing President Roosevelt to change his 
attitude regarding the Miller case, and his 
order, which ts the result of that case; di- 
recting that nonunion and union labor be 
treated alike by government offiéials. The 
outcome of this move will be watched with 
great interest, as the president is well known 
for standing by his convictions. a 

Copies of the resolutions, which declare the 
order of the president cannot be regarded in 
any but an unfriendly light, have been sent 
to 520 central labor unions, representing the 
entere number of organizations affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor. 
They are signed by Charles W. Winslow, 
secretary of the Central Labor union. 

Text of thé Resolutions. 

They were adopted unanimously and areas 
follows: 
Dear Sir and Brother: The preambles and 
resolution which follow were unanimously .

“ Whereas, The trades union movement fs 
like unto the thirteen original states in that 
it has its enemies who scoff and refuse to 
be brought to see many of the benefits that 
accrue to all classes of labor through the

“ Whereas, The president of the United 
States has seen fit to reinstate W. A. Miller, 
who is an expelled member of the trades 
organization, notwithstanding the over- 
whelming evidenee of his moral turpitude, 
and has also committed himself to the policy 
ef an open shop, as shown by his letters; and, 

“Whereas, The bookbinders’ union of 
Washington, D. C., has conservatively rec- 
ognized the authority of the president in ac- 
ceding to W. A. Miller’s reinstatement and 
working with him pending a final settlement 
of his case; and, 

„ Whereas, Charges have again been pre- 
ferred, in strict. conformity to the federal 
law, and a reasonable time has been given 
W. A. Miller to answer them; therefore, be it 


Call the Order Unfair. 

** Resolved, That the order of the president 
cannot be regarded in any but an unfriendly

„Resolved, further, That organized labor 
throughout the country be urged to petition 
the president of the United States to modify 
his order of no discrimination and order W.

The resolutions, it is stated by officers of 
the local central labor union, originated 
primarily with the bookbinders’ union, which 
organization transmitted them to the Central 
Labor union and the latter, after formally 
adopting them, sent them broadcast through- 
out the country. es 

President Gompers’ Attitude. 

It was. reported that this action of the 
Central Labor union had received the formal 
approval of President Gompers as represent- 
ing the American Federation of Labor. It 
was said tonight, however, by a responsible 
official of the Central Labor union that Mr. 
Gompers had not figured in the matter so far 
as the Central Labor union was concerned. 
Such action, he pointed out, would be con- 
trary to the constitution of the federation, 
which inhibits it from taking sides in political 


Beginning of the Fight. 

Tue controversy over Assistant Foreman 
W. A. Miller became serious, from a labor 
point of view, on July 20, when President 
Roosevelt signed an order for his reinstate- 
ment as assistant foreman in the govern- 
ment bindery, after he had been dismissed 
at the demand of the typographical union. 
The unfon threatened to strike unless the or- 
der was rescinded, but the president wasim- 
movable, and declared that the laws of the 
United States were superior to the rules and 
regulations ofa labor union. Miller returned 
to work on July 28 aad the threatened strike 
did not take place. 

As a result of the controversy President 
Roosevelt ordered all employés of the gov- 
ernment printing office to take the oath of

Struck by Heavy Car. 

The huge machine struck Miss Raymond 
and threw her face upward on the pavement, 
two of the wheels passing over her body. 
In falling the young woman sustained a se- 
vere wound of the head, while the wheels 
of the heavy vehicie inflicted numerous 
bruises on the upper part of her body. 

The automobdile was instantly checked and 
Mr. was one of the first to reach the 
victim. He was shocked to find that 
was a near friend. With the aid of others 
he carried her into the Wellington hotel, 
Dr. B. L. Risse was the first physician to 
attend Miss Raymond, and a little later 
Dr. Henrotin called and ordered that she 
be sent to St. Joseph's hospital. 

For half an hour after the accident Miss 
Raymond retained consciousness, and al- 
most her first words were to exonerate Mr. 
Dodge from all blame. No arrests were 
made. 

Later the.victim lapsed into unconscious- 
ness, but regained ber senses during the

Describes Accident. 


Mr. Dodge 

“The accident could not have been avold- 
ed. said Mr. Dodge last night. My friend, 
Mr. Smith, a careful driver, was operating 
the machine, which was crossing the street 
at a low rate of speed. Miss Raymond ap- 
peared to become confused, as I have seen 
women do after getting off a street car. There 
were many vehieles in the street and cats 
were approaching from both directions. Miss 
Raymond stopped directly in front of our 
machine. It was impossible to stop it in- 
stantly, but I grasped the wheel and turned 
the vehicle to one side just as it struck her. 
I am well acquainted with Mr. Raymond and 
his daughter, and they understand that the 
accident was impossible to avoid. Neither 
Mr. Smith nor myself is in the habit of op- 
erating automobiles at a high rate of speed.“

The crisis in the British cabinet, precipitat- 
ed yesterday by the resignations of Joseph 
Chamberlain, Charles T. Ritchie, and Lord 
George Hamilton, had its origin on May 15' 
last, when Chamberlain announced his pret: 
erential tariff scheme. 

The announcement threw all England into 
an uproar, which was increased when on May 
28 Premier Balfour, in the house of commons, 
practically indorsed Chamberiain’s scheme, 
The liberal party flew to arms, and the free 
traders in the unionist party, led by Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach and Charles T. N 
declared their open hostility. 

On June 10 the overthrow of the Set was 
averted only by the adroitness’ of Premier 
Balfour, whose conciliatory speech held the 
unionists in line. 

Chamberlain made a number of speeches in 
support of his policy in England and Scot- 
land in June, July, and August, and he was 
vigorously assailed by Lord Goschen, Lord 
Rosebery, Sir William Vernon-Harcourt,Earl 
Gray, and other free traders in the liberal 


party. 

The British Wann en and the trades 
unions came out in violent denunciation of 
Chamberlain's policy, and as the public 
clamor increased the split in the ministry 
widened. 

Finally Premier Balfour called his cabinet 
for a conference last Monday, and Chamber- 
lain was hissed and hooted by crowds when 
he approached the foreign office.

Emperor Declares Officer Officers in Hungarian 
Army Shall Not Give Commands 


in Their Own Language, 


VIENNA, Sept. 17.— Emperor Franz Josef 
today issued an army order declaring he will 
never consent to the demands of the Hun- 
garian party, who insist on the use of their 
own language by officers in giving commands 
to the Hungarian section of the forces. Deal- 
ing with this question, which precipitated 
the political crisis, the emperor said: 

“I am bound and determined to uphold 
the army’s present well tried regulations. 
Certain one sided efforts, calculated to under- 
mine the sterling structure of the army, must 
have it borne home that 1 will never give up 
the rights and prerogatives which are guar- 
anteed to me as the supreme commander. 
United and undivided as it is, so shall my 
army remain.“ 

The emperor's army order caused an im- 
mense sensation in Austria and in Hungary. 
The, pathetic assurance that he will never 


give up his rights and prérogatives as chief | 
| commander sounds like a war proclamation 


against the known Hungarian national army 
demands. The impression caused by the 
Imperial order is almost indescrib able. 

Hitherto the emperor has been regarded as 
the most silent monarch in Europe. Never

President Pulliam of the National league was in 
Chicago yesterday on his way around the western 
circuit, and saw the games between the Colts and 
Phillies, besides calling on President Hart at head- 


quarters. He left for Pittsburg last night. 


The National league executive sald his visit was 
purely informal. His chief reason for making the 
trip was to look over the ground in St. Louis with 
a view to securing accommodations for the visiting 


ball teams at the Mound City during the ex- 


position. He says the only way to insure good 
accommodations. will be for the two big leagues to 
sign a contract soon with one of the hotels engaging 
a sufficient number of rooms for the players for 


the entire season. 


The expense for the few days 


when neither league plays there will be slight com- 
pared to the difficulty of obtaining quarters for each 
team independently. In case there are conflicting 
dates it will necessitate cramped quarters, perhaps, 
but there are likely to be few conflicts, if any. 
President Pulliam was delighted with the results 
obtained by the Buffalo and Cincinnati conferences 
and could see only sunshine in the baseball future. 
Regarding the rumored transfer of National league 
headquarters from New York to Pittsburg, he was 
noncommittal, but admitted the Smoky eity -was 
a more convenient center for the league and that 
he likes the city personally on account of the 
many friends he has there. 
President Johnson was expected to return from 
the east tomorrow, but may stop off at Cincinnati, 
as another session of the national commission has 
been called by Chairman Hermann for next Mon- 
day. The matters to be considered by the com- 
mission are not known, but presumably concern 
disputes over ball players.

VENCEDOR WINS FIRST RACE. 


Accidents Help to Bring About the De- 
cisive Defeat of Vanenna in 
Championship Match, 


In a gale blowing at the rate of forty miles 


boats, Vencedor, Fred A. Price's speedy 
Columbia Yacht club sloop, terday won | 
the first race of the series three for the 
championship of Lake Michigan and a sil- 
ver cup, defeating Vanenna of the Chicago 
Yacht club, owned and sailed by William 
Cameron. The races are being held under 
the auspices of the Chicago Yactft club.

by accidents which Vanenna encountered al- 
most from the start. First the spinnaker | 
halyard of the Cameron boat parted, and this 


breaking. 

While the accidents to Vanenna do not cast 
any discredit on the victory of Vencedor,.it | 
is more than certain the race would have been 
much closer had they not occurred. Vencedor 
would have in all probability won, as at the 
start the crew, headed by Mr. Price, did the 
better maneuvering and was over the line 
well in advance, 

Vencedor was first across the line, with 
| jib, mainsail, and standing gaff topsail set, 
by about one minute. Vanenna crossed with 
spinnaker, balloon ji, mainsail, and number 
one club topsail. Both had mainbooms to 
starboard. Vencedor had its number one club 
topsall up in stops and broke it out soon after 
crossing the star line. Vanenna soon 
caught Vencedor and after quite a spirited 
luffing match Vencedor succeeded in enticing 
Vanenna off the course to such an extent 
that it became necessary to jibe to sail the 
course. This was an easy matter for Vence- 
dor, as the crew had only made a biuff at 
setting spinnaker to port and was ready to 
jibe and set it to starboard, having big reach- 


4 ing ‘Jib tepsail and staysail up in stops ready | 


to break out. 

As soon as jibe was made all sails in stops 
and spinnaker were broken out and a course 
set straight: for the leeward mark. Just be- 
fore this maneuver was executed the spin- 
naker halyard on Vanerina parted and its 
spinnaker dropped into the lake. After haul- 
ing it aboard and resetting it the jaws on 
gaff jumped off the mast and made it necés- 
sary to take in spinnaker and to luff to get 
them in place again before jibing. All this 
time the yacht was sailing off the course. 
Finally the jibe was made, with Vencedor 
nearly two miles in the lead. At this time the 
backstays on Vanenna parted and made it 
necessary to ease up a bit until temporary 
repairs couid be made. Vencedor succeeded 
the leeward mark nine minutes 
ahead. 

The wind freshened to quite a gale at the 
start of the beat home, and Vencedor took in 
all sail except mainsail and jib, Vanenna 
carried mainsail, staysail, jib, and working 
topsail home. From the leeward mark the 
race reduced itself to a procession, with 
Vencedor gradually increasing its lead, cross- 
ing the finish line nineteen minutes and fifty- 
five seconds ahead, having gained eleven min- 
utes, lacking five seconds,on the windward leg 
of ten and one-half knots, thus apparently 


sailing. 

Although it is conceded Vanenna can out- 
run Vencedor it is quite certain it could not 
have made up enough on the run to leeward 
to have overcome the eleven minutes gained 
by Vencedor on the beat home. Summary:

Tonopah, Nev., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—A 
Chinaman was beaten to death by a mob 
here yesterday afternoon. Twelve or fifteen 
men invaded Chinatown and at the point 
of guns compelled a number of Chinamen to 
leave town at once.

RECOUNT SHOWS FEW CHANGES

The directness of this route to social salva- 
tion will seem startling to those persons who 
have become accustomed to regarding social 
tone as the product of a combination of 


3 1 social forces. Such persons would say that 


Breathitt county would have to be reformed 


by means of schoolhouses, railroads, indus- 


try, commerce, libraries, theaters, tele- 

phones, aud various other things, physica! 

1 and mental, which accompany the change 

ftom individualistic lawlessness to social- 

ised law and order. Such persons would 

say that it was impossible to regenerate a 

community until it had developed within it- 

self the apparatus of a civilized, socialized, 
‘regenerate life.

THE LIGHTERAGE PROJECT. 

It is argued that much heavy freight 
which is teamed through the business 
streets cab and ought to be moved by way 
of the river and its branches. An attempt 
has been made to a limited extent to utilize 
the wafer routes and thus to relieve the 
‘overcrowded streets. The owners of freight 
which bas to be handled within the city 
have no prejudices against a lighterage sys- 
tem. They are not wedded to the use of 
teams if it is economically possible to get 
slong without them. It is simply a ques- 
tion of cost and time. Prove that they can 
transfer goods as economically and speedily 
here speed is required—by water as by 
land, aud teams will be dispensed with. It 
‘has not been shown as yet that the condi- 
tions can be complied with to a great ex- 
tent. 

Where all that is required is to shift 
freight from one point to another in the 
er the advantages of the lighterage sys- 
tem are apparent. There is a saving in 
money. It the freight has to be carried by 
a water part of the way and by teams the 
a remainder the load has to be handled twice | 
Instead of once, which takes time and uses 
up part or all of the saving by lighterage. 

No statement has been made as to the 
. percentage of freight which can be moved 

economically by water. Perhaps nobody 

has definite‘ideas on the subject. The mat- 

ter deserves careful investigation. Nobody 

can view the lovg processions of teams 

1 laden with coal and other bulky articles 

‘traversing the business district without feel- 

1 ing that they are sadly in the way, and that 

if the loads can be carried by water they 
onght to be. 

Relief must be had in some way soon, or 
the downtown streets will be gorged.

END OF THE STEEL BOOM. 
James M. Swank, the general manager of 
the American Iron ane Steel nn 


It has been ost tis cine time that the 
boom in the iron trade of this country, which began 
with the early weeks of 1890, has come to an end. 
It would be chronologically correct to say that it 
ended with the close of the first half of 1908, when 
it became evident to all observers that the urgent 
demand for tron and steel in nearly all forms was 
slackening and that some iron and steel prices“ 
were weakening. 

The iron and steel men have had a faint 
hope that the weakening prices would revive 
the keen domestic demand which has en- 
abled them to market their product at highly 
remunerative rates. They must now turn 
their eyes abroad for a market, which will 
offer them lower but still remunerative 
prices. It had been announced that the 
United States Steel corporation has given 
directions to its London representative to 
begin taking orders on a large scale for ex- 
port trade. 

It is true, as Mr. Swank says, 3 the 
end of the boom does not mean an end of 
prosperity for the iron trade. Home con- 
sumption still continues at an enormous 
rate, and few works have been closed even 
temporarily by a lessened demand for their 
products, but the earnings of the iron and 
steel companies will decrease and dividends 
will diminish. German and English manu- 
facturers will suffer also. They have prof- 
ited by the immense consumption of iron 
and steel in this country during the last 


them temporarily from the American com- 
petition in their own markets, which 
plagued them so much eight years ago, but 
it has enabled them to supply the needs of 
American consumers who could not be ac- 
commodated by domestic producers. That 
competition which the foreigners fear so 
much is about to be resumed. , 

Four years ago Mr. C. M. Schwab wrote 
to Mr. H. C. Frick that the net cost of rails 
to English manufacturers was $19 a ton, 
while “ we can make rails for less than $12 
a ton, leaving a wide margin on foreign 
business.“ The Boston News Bureau, 
which prints that letter, estimates that the 
present cost of production of steel rails at 
the mil does not exceed $14 a ton. This 
being the case, it is in the power of the 
American manufacturers, as Mr. Schwab 
said, “to control the steel business of the 
world.”

BEER—GERMAN AND AMERICAN. 
The American commercial agent at Ei- 
benstock, Germany, is traitorously under- 
mining the attractiveness of this country by 
filling the consular reports with statements 
to the effect that good local beer in Eiben- 
stock sells for only 3 cents a quart. If state- 
ments of this kind are given currency by the 
federal government we must be prepared to 
‘look for a smaller number of immigrants 
and a larger number of expatriates. 
The consolation in our eup is that even 
if our beer is not quite so cheap as German 
beer we are, nevertheless, making extensive 
forays into the German beer monopoly. 
Mexico, which used to get all its beer ma- 
chinery, its beer methods, and its beer men 
from Germany, now imports all three arti- 
cles from the United States. The same 
change of patronage has begun and has 
made considerable headway in Japan. Dr. 
R. Wahl of the Wahl-Henius Chicago Insti- 
tute of Fermentology, in discussing the 
Mexico and Japan situation yesterday, as- 
serted positively that in both countries 
American supremacy was inevitable. 
Another indication of American progress 
in the beer industry is to be found in the 
number of visitors that the American beer 
Ever since the 
world’s fair European braumeisterd have 
regarded American methods as worthy of 
study. It was only a short time ago that 
the braumeister of the famous Pschoor- 
Brau brewery in Munich visited Chicago 
and made a study of the American situation, 
He would never have thought of such a

| visitors are the deliberate bona fide stu- 
dents who come from Europe to take courses 
in our brewing institutes. There are at 
least five brewing institutes in America. 
Two of these are in Chicago. During the 
last few years the Chicago institutes have 
had students from Germany, Austria, Den- 
mark, and Japan.

UXINOGRAD, the castle in which 
Prince Ferdinand has sought refuge 
since his return to Bulgaria, not dar- 
ing to take up his abode in his palace 
at Sofia, owing to the threats of the 

Macedonian agitators and their adherents 
“to assassinate him, is situated on the shore 
of the Black sea, some six miles north ot 
| Varna, perched on the slope of the high hills 
which recall the French Riviera. It was 
built by Prince Alexander of Battenberg 
while on the throne of Bulgaria, and was 
called in his honor Sandrovo, but while it } 
was completed at the time of his abdication 
it had not been occupied by him or even fur- 
nished. The place was purchased from 
Prince Alexander by the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, and after. being some time on the 
throne Prince Ferdinand, his successor, de- 
termined to convert it into his summer 
residence, and after having changed its name 
to Euxinograd. spent a considerable amount 
of money in the furnishing and decoration of 
the chateau and in the laying out of the 
beautiful grounds. 
It is a beautiful place, dominating the coast 
line in. both directions, and has this ad- 
vantage, that, while it is impossible to ap- 
proach it from land unseen, its proximity 
to the water affords a ready means of escape 
in the event of the sin ge being attacked by 
insurgents. 
When Ferdinand is in residence at Euxino- 
grad his steam yacht is always kept with 
banked fires moored ‘off the private wharf 
of the chateau, ready for use at a moment's 
notice, and in addition to the ordinary drives 
and paths from the palace to the dock, it 
is said that there is likewise a secret and 
subterranean passage which would enable 
the prince to reach the waterside unseen, 
In fact, Ferdinand is safe from any “ coup 
de main” on the part of revolutionists at 
Euxinograd, and his only danger, of course, 
lies in the possibility of his being assassinat- 
ed by some of the Bulgarian officers and do- 
mestics whom he has been obliged to retain 
in his immediate entourage. The experience 
of his predecessor on the throne of Bulgaria 
shows that they are never to be trusted, 
since Alexander was betrayed precisely by 


had been the most kind and in whom he was 
convinced that he could place his confidence, 
entitled, as he considered himself to be, to 


their lasting gratitude.

Ferdinand can hardly be accused of cow- 
ardice im thus retreating to his chateau of 
Euxinograd. He has many faults. But a 
lack of courage is not one of these. For he 
has braved death from the moment that he. 
accepted the Bulgarian throne, and- has 
through all these years virtually carried his 
life in his hands, living in an atmosphere of 
murder, and seeing one after another of the 
thinisters and statesmen with whom he had 
been associated succumbing to the hand of 
the assassin, the climax being reached when 
last summer King Alexander and Queen 
Draga, whom he had seen but a few days 
previously, were massacred by the officers 
of that guard which was especially intrust- 
ed with their protection. | 

By means of telegraphic and telephonic 
communications he can more easily direct 
matters from his chateau on the seashore 
than at Sofia, where he would be virtually 
courting death, and where it would be prac- 
tically impossible to protect him from being 
either murdered or else kidnaped, as was 


mountain fastnesses, as was the American 
missionary, Miss Stone, 
brigands, who would hold him as a hostage 
in order to compel the Bulgarjan govern- 
ment and possibly some of the foreign pow- 
ers to accede to their demands.

be converted from Roman Catholicism to the 
orthodox Greek rite in compliance with the 
demands of the Bulgarian people and of the 
czar. Indeed, he ts at the present moment

48.—Chicago’s Chance to Give 
the World a Name for the Fine Art of 
Making Gowns. 


Art is knowledge made efficient by skill.—Genong. 
IMPLE clothing to keep out the cold 
requires little art, but embroidery, 
dyeing, lace making, and fifty other 
arts employ the hands of millions; 
and the gratification afforded by their 

use as many more. 

It has been reserved in the passing of the 
centuries for some clever Chicago woman, 
or man, to devise a name for the useful art 
of dressmaking. 

Painting and sculpture have represented 
the ornamental arts as the embodied ideas 
of color and form for centuries, while orna- 
mental shelter has maintained its dignified 
title of architecture, and will continue to do 
so while “ grass is green and rivers flow into 
the sea.“ Gastronomy, or the science of good 
eating, has also its place in the lineage book 
of titled royalty, while the art of the dress- 
maker and the milliner yet remains a mute, 
and will continue such until some genius 
comes to .the rescue of a weary world 
supplies the sad deficiency. a 


When “my lady wishes a gown for the 
grand occasion—a gown that must be rich in 
appearance, appropriate but not elaborate, 
one that will rival the lilies of the fleld in dell- 
cate workmanship and perfection of finish— 
for what is beauty but perfection—one that 
she can be sure will be perfectly adapted to 


the purpose it is Intended to serve, yet will 


not suggest a display of wealth,that no vulgar 
overornamentation or stupid decoration will 
detract from its craftsmanship or mar its 
perfect outline, she rushes off to Paris, where 
she believes the true artist may be found. 


By what subtle process of ass{milation the 
artist has reached distinction she may not 
know.

Also the new Romaine lettuce, with 
its long narrow shoots, he is familiar with, 
and it is a queen among salad productions. 

The salad debatable seems at present to in- 


clude all fruit combinations, but what more 
appropriate addition to a summer luncheon 


can we find than a salad made of green 


grapes (stoned and peeled), combined with 


celery and whipped cream mayonnaise dress- 
ing on the crispest of lettuce leaves. Yet the 
epicure will ask, why destroy the flavor of

The salad diabolical, like the spirit of evil, 
is present in many elusive disguises. At a 
food exhibit In an adjoining city it peeped 
out of the eyes of a crawfish in a tower of 
gelatine, At summer resorts it is dressed in 
green peppers to simulate water lily buds, 
placed alluringly on nasturtium leaves as an 
added decoy. Touch it not, for the flavor of 
the fresh young pepper contained therein 
will penetrate even to your “inner con- 
sciousness.” Moral: Do not confound the 
artistic with the grotesque, but find it in the 
highest, noblest simplicity, that is the re- 
sult of well thought out daily living.  .

For fine egg plants, the groceryman thinks. 
Hie also thinks that there are not many peo- 
ple who buy egg plants; but that is because 
there are not many cooks who treat them to 
baked egg plants. which ere a true treat. 
Baked egg plant.—Peel and cut out a piece 
fiom the top; remove the seeds, and fill the 


with one teaspoonful of pepper, one of thyme, 
even tablespoon salt, little chopped parsley, 
two onions chopped fine, a piece of butter o 
the size of an egg, melted in a cup of boiling 
water, and two well beaten eggs. Fit in the 
piece cut out, bake an hour, basting with a 
spoonful of butter melted in a cup of hot 
water, and dredging with flour between each 
basting. 

Egg plant fritters are almost, if not alto- 


gether as good. Peel the egg plant, take out 


the seeds, boil.an hour in well salted water, 


drain as dry as possible, and mix half a cup 


of flour, a teaspoon salt, half a teaspoon pep- 
per, and a tablespoon melted butter. Fry in 
extremely small cakes in a little hot butter 
or olive oil, which is much better, browning 
well on both sides. as hot as a red 
pepper. 

Or, you can fry your egg plant, peeling it in 
Slices half an inch thick and laying in well 


‘Salted water an hour. Wipe dry, dip in flour 


or meal, and fry brown on each side. Fifteen 
minutes will be needed to cook sufficiently.

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON "CHANGE. | 


on the wheat situation in the apring states 
the Northwestern Miller says: “ How much 
damage has been done by rain no one has 
any definite knowledge, but it must be ma- 
terial. Wheat was all cut, some of it be- 
ing in shock and some in stack. In North 
Dakota and northern Minnesota, perhaps 60 
per cent of the crop was in shock. Rain in 
torrents has poured over this, until the grain 
is thoroughly soaked. The wheat in this part 
of the northwest was of high quality and re- 
ports received indicate that the rain has 
lowered a large part of it, one to three grades. 
Even the wheat in stacks appears to have 
not entirely escaped deleterious effect. In 
South Dakota and southern Minnesota more 
of the crop was stacked, but the rain seems 
to have been so heavy and continuous as to 


have more or less penetrated the stacks and 
done serious damage. However, the exact 
extent of damage, 


either north or south, 
cannot be ascertained until thrashing, now 
generally interrupted, is resumed.’ Some men 
in the grain trade are disposed to take a 
despondent view of the situation, and to 
regard conditions as hardly less than a cal- 
amity. Others say that a few days of favor- 
able weather are likely to present the matter 
In a much more favorable light. The latter, 
however, do not controvert the point that 
serious damage has been done, but that 
the extent of damage is placed too. high. 
The best results can be attained and the dam- 
age most minimized by allowing the wheat 
to dry out in shock or stack. The fear is 
entertained that farmers, in their anxiety to 
do something with the wheat, will thrash 
beg the grain is wet, and only make a bad 

tter worse, by attempting to market it 
while out of condition. The damage done is 
from bleaching, heating, etc. One North 
Dakota correspondent says that wheat 
thrashed when damp and placed in bins by 
farmers is heating in a number of cases. 
The unfavorable weather has cut down far- 
mers’ deliveries to almost nothing, and at 
best no free movement can be looked for 
under another week. The frequent rains have 
made the roads almost impassable, and far- 
mers could not haul wheat to market had 
they thrashed. The large receipts at Minne- 
apolis last week were from early thrashing. 
A good deal of the wheat lately received was 
wet and out of condition, and graded low. 
This has brought home forcibly to millers 
the question of a supply of dry wheat until 
the new crop can dry out and get into better. 
condition. Some mills are running lightly in 
order to husband the limited supply of old 
wheat that they have.“ 


In a general way thé corn trade e 1 
was as hear as high up in the air’ as it was 


the day before on the subject of frost dam- 
age; but sentiment finally seemed to center 
around the idea that while a good deal of 
damage was done there would still be corn 
left for everybody who wanted it for home 
consumption or for feeding purposes. Tom 
Wells made the point that corn around North 
Platte was not much of a crop anyway, and as 
a rule suffered more or less from frost the 
first week in September. Last year frosts 
were reported in that section as early as the 
8th, and this year did not come until the 
14th. Henry Parker, who has a good sized 
‘patch of corn growing in thé neighborhood 
of Wheaton, claims that a slight frost would 
probably do corn good by checking its growth 
‘and hastening maturity. He notices that on 
‘his farm this year the husks are heavier than 
usual, and if this is a feature of the growing 
crop in other sections the ear will be better 
protected than ordinarily. eof the other 
corn specialists claim that rm weather 
aoe a freeze will make the corn show up 


As indicated by recent pit operations, James 
A. Patton's attitude on wheat is bearish. He 
gave some reasons for it yesterday, saying: 
“I am afraid that with the large increased 
acreage seeded to wheat in the Argentine, 
and the fine prospects in Australia, and the 
free offerings of wheat from Russia and the 
Danube to foreign buyers, and the improyed 
weather in the northwest, which locks as 
though it had come to stay for a short time 
anyway, that we are going to see lower 
prices for wheat in American markets. It 
cannot be claimed that foreign buyers are in 
u position where they need be anxious for 
future supplies.

Building Feeder Lines. 

Great progress in building of feeders and 
extensions in Oklahoma was made during the 
year. The principal work in this direction 
was from points on the main line to Okla- 
homa City and Guthrie. Extensions of the 
Krebs branch to Wilburton, I. T., and of the 
Georgetown branch to Austin, Tex., have also 
been projected. 

The absorption by large systems of the 
various independent lines with which this 
company formerly interchanged business, 
the report says, tends to diminish traffic 
previously derived, and the policy thus forced 
upon the company. of occupying the terri- 
tory with extensions of its own system has 


been abundantly justified. The company has. 


acquired by purchase the Granger, George- 
town, Austin, and San Antonio railway, 
15.50 miles, and is operating the Dallas, 
Cleburne and SouthWestern railway, ten 


miles, under a contract. 


' Lifts Kansas City Embargo. 

The Santa Fé yesterday lifted the embargo 
against grain billed for Kansas City. ‘The 
embargo has been in effect for about a 
month, and during that time no grain had 
been shipped to Kansas City on the Santa 
Fé, except such as was billed through to 
other points. The congested conditions 
which were the cause of the embargo are 
not fully relieved, but the Santa Fé officials 
think there has been enough relief to war- 
rant the present action, 

Now that the embargo is lifted there is dan- 
ger of a car famine. A vast amount of grain 
is ready for shipment from all points of the 
wheat belt, but the Santa Féis unable to fur- 
nish enough cars. For this reason the com- 
pany refuses to allow its cars to leave the 
line to be transported over foreign lines. 


Transportation Notes. 

. C. Brown, vice president of the New 
York Central and Lake Shore railroads, has 
returned to the city from the east. He says 
the prospects of the Vanderbilt lines have 
never been better and that there has been no 
damage done to the crops along the lines of 


those roads. He has just received reports as

ELECTRIC “WHIP” A SUCCESS. 


New Device Tested at. Stockyards and 
‘Belky Horses Cease to Be 
Stubborn. 


Science has outwitted the balky horse, ac- 
ecrding to horsemen who were present 
when a new electric “ Whip was tested yes- 
terday morning: at the’ stockyards. The 
first test was made on a horse which the 
stable men had been unable to drive for a 
year. The effect of the “whip”. was in- 
stantaneous, the horse being only too will- 
ing to travel. Other tests were equally suc- 


cessful, 


At the conclusion of the tests, which were 


viewed by more than 2,000 persons, John J. 
Ellsworth of the Ellsworth & McNatir stables 
said: 

The machine is a wonder. It is humane 
far more so than a whip—and it is more ef- 
ficacious.”’ 

The whip consists of small copper plates, 
let into each side of the horse’s cqliar.. From 
these a wire leads along the tongue of the 
vehicle to the wagon itself, where there is a 
small battery. All that is required to set the 
horse in motion is the pressure ot a button.

| SPEAKS IN HEAVY RAIN. 


| Address Delivered at Dedication 
of Monument to New Jersey 
Soldiers at Antietam. 


Sharpsburg, Md., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—In 
this address at the dedication of the monu- 
iment erected on the battlefield of Antietam 
‘by the state of New Jersey to its men who 
| fell in that great engagement, President 
‘Roosevelt today made a plea for a show of 
the same sterling qualities in. men which won 
the ‘civil war in fighting for good govern- 
inent. Courage, honesty, and common sense, 
he held, are the qualities needed alike in 
private citizens and public men, and for the 


lack of these no genius can atone. 
Speaks in Pouring Rain. 

While the president was speaking rain be- 
gan to fall in torrents. The stand had a can- 
Vas. cover, but the water went through it as 
‘$f it were a sieve. When a bystander of- 
fered to hold an umbrella over him the presi- 
Gent waved it aside, remarking: “I dont 
If (indicating the assemblage) 
they can stand it I can.” 

Turning to the crowd he said, laughingly: 


„ don’t feel sorry for you old veterans. 


You will not melt. I do feel sorry for the 
| Indies.” When he nearly had concluded his 
address the president, who expressed con- 
cern at the drenching his auditors were get- | 
ting, said: “I'll not keep you long now.” 
1“ ©. go on,” cried a voice, “ keep it up until 
tomorrow.” 

After the benediction had been 
the president held an informal reception in 
‘the rain, shaking hands with several hun- 
Gred ex-soldiers. A drive over the battle 

Heid had to be abandoned on account of the 
Storm.

Sor. Murphy of New Jersey, Senators Kean 


ana Dryden, several prominent state of- 
lan, and the governor's entire military 
Stam arrived at 9:10 o'clock. Special trains 
ne nearly a thousand New Jersey sur- 
vivors of the civil war arrived just after the 
presidential train. The trip of the president 
‘trom Jersey City was devoid of special inci- 
Gent. Many stops were made, and secret 
eervice officers were on guard throughout 
the night. After daylight crowds assembled 
@* every station to greet the president. 
Escorted by Veterans. 

At 10 o'clock the president, Gov. Murphy, 
the entire party, and hundreds of citizens left 
Sharpeburg station for the famous old Dun- 
ii church on the battlefield. There the 
Brigades of veterans formed in columns of 
Jours and escorted them to the monument. 

The monument is in the form of a Corinthian 
solumn,of granite, forty feet high, sur- 
mounted by a heroic figure in bronze of an 
cer, 

After the assemblage had been called to 
order Gov. Murphy accepted.the monument 
on behalf of the state of New Jersey. 

President Roosevelt was greeted with long 
ers when he arose. Reviewing the his- 
r of the war priefly, he declared that An- 
| was one of the most critical points in 
the struggle and failure of the federal arms 
would have meant the end of the union. 
Continuing he said in part: 

“T+ now teste with us in civil life to make 
good by our deeds the deeds which you who 
wore the blue did in the great years from 
"61 to "65. The patriotism, the courage, the 
unflinching resolution and steadfast endur- 
ance of the soldiers whose triumph was 
orowned at Appomattox must be supple- 
mented on our part by civic courage, civic 
honesty, cool sanity, and steadfast adherence 
to the immutable laws of righteousness. 


“Fighting Edge” That Counted. 
“There was no patent device for securing 
Vietory by force of arms forty years ago, and 
there is no patent device for securing victory 
for the forces of righteousness in civil life 
now. In each case the all important factor 
was and is the character of the individual 
man. Good laws in the state, like a good 
organization in an army, are the expressions 
of national character. Leaders will be de- 
veloped in military and in civil life alike, and 
weapons and tactics change from generation 


to generation, as methods of achieving good | 


government change in civic affairs, but the 
‘fundamental! qualities which make for good 
citizenship do not change any more than the 
fundamental qualities which make good sol- 
Wers In the long run in the civil war the 
thing that counted for more than aught else 
was the fact that the average American had 
the fighting within him the spirit 
which epurred him on through toil and dan- 
ger, fatigue and hardship, to the goal of the 
Splendid ultimate triumph. So, in achieving 
mood government, the fundamental factor 
must be the character of the average citizen; 
that average citizen's power of hatred for 
what is mean, and base, and unlovely; his 
fearless scorn of cowardice and his deter- 
mination to war unyieldingly against the 
dark and sordid forces of evil. 
Same Spirit in Civil Life. 

“The spirit that has driven you all to vic- 
tory has remained forever unchanged. So it 
is in civil life. As you did not win in a month 
or a year, but only after long years of hard 
‘and Gangerous work, so the fight for govern- 
mental honesty and efficiency can be won 
only by the display of similar patience and 
Similar resolution and power of endurance. 

We need the same type of character now that 
was needed by the men who with Washington 

Imwaugurated the system of free popular gov- 
ernment, the syetem of combined liberty and 
order here on this continent that was needed 
by the mien who under Lincoln perpetuated 
the government which had thus been inau- 
gurated in the days of Washington. The 
gualities essential to good citizenship and to 
good public service now are in all their es- 
gentials exactly the same as in the days when 
the first congresses met to provide for the 
establishment of the union, as in the days, 
peventy years later, when the congresses met 
which had to provide for ite salvation.

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|RRDUGR RATE ON WHISKY. 


FIFTY PER CENT REDUCTION 18 


Western Union of Fire Underwriters 
Takes Action in Favor of Bonded 
Goods — Strict Government Super- 
vision Renders Fires Infrequent and 
There Have Been No Losses for Many 


Decided On to Com- 
pete with Nonunion Companies.

Ont.,. Sept. 17.—[Special.}—The 
insurance rates on bonded whisky were today 
reduced 560 per cent by the Western Union 
of Fire Underwriters in annual session here. 


Owing to the strict supervision of the gov-. 


ernment over bonded warehouses the fire 
hazard ie small and the business has been 
profitable, there having been practically no 
losses in seven or eight years. The rates 
have been kept wp, however, and in conse- 
quence the competition for the business has 
been severe. The union companies were 
limited to 15 per cent commission by their 
rules, but nonunion companies could afford 
to pay almost any commission, and did. 
Some of the union companies broke over the 
traces and paid excess commissions, the re- 
sult being that the companies that lived up 
to the rules lost all the bonded whisky on 
their books. 

The Kentucky and Tennessee agents asked 
to have the commissions thrown open so that 
they. could fight for business, but the special 
committee to which the question was re- 
ferred reported unanimously this morning in 
favor of cutting the rate in two instead. 
This will reduce the agent’s commission cor- 
respondingly, but it was argued that event- 
ually the result would be better for the 
union agents as outside companies would 
not be willing to pay excess commissions for 
business at lower rates. 

— 

In addition the union has committed itself 
to the policy of suiting the rate to experi- 
ence by increasing rates on the unprofitable 
classes, and so it is only fair to reduce rates 
on a class which has proved exceptionally 
profitable. Whisky premiums in Kentucky | 
and Tennessee amount to nearly $500,000 a 
year. The distillers have been talking of 
starting a mutual insurance company, and 
this action will. dispose of t. Several 
stock companies have recently been start- 
ed making a specialty of bonded whisky, 
among them being the Scottish National of 
Chicago, a controlling interest in which is 
owned by Hannah & Hogg and several dis- 
tillers, and the Star Fire of Louisville, which 
only began business the first of thie month. 
Their operations will probably be mateflally 
affected by the reduction in rates. |

Aim to Save Waste.

The work of the agri- 
cultural department is along the latter line 
The general average of the volume lost by 
canals in their entire length is usually given 
as one-third of the volume diverted, although 
our measurements would indicate that it is 
even greater. The saving of these losses 
from eee an increase of at least a 
third area which can ultimately be 
reclaimed. 


the measurements referred to 
seem to justify the estimate that on an aver- 
ago farmers use at least twice as much water 
as is necessary under present methods, 


Also Valuable in East. 

“The work just outlined applies to that] 
part of the country where irrigation is — 
essary to profitable farming. But irrigation 
is not confined to the west. In the east it is 
coming to be looked upon in the same light 
as fertilization or any other means of secur- 
ing large returns from the soil. Our work 
in the east has gone far enough to show that 
in raising small fruits and vegetables at lea 
irrigation pays well. . 

“Wisconsin has been chosen as typical of 
the middle west and we have carried on co- 
operative experiments at the agricultural ex- 
periment station of that state. These ex- 
periments have covered a number of years. 
The average net profit after deducting all ex- 
penses of operation, including interest on the 
cost of irrigation works and the depreciation 
of the plant, has been, for hay, 20 per acre; | 
corn, $11 per acre; and potatoes, $73 per acre. 
What has been done at n can be 
duplicated anywhere in the middle west, and 
the possibilities of increasing the products 
of our farming areas in this way are almost 
‘unlimited. 

“We are carrying on another series of ex- 
periments in Wisconsin which may prove 
of great value to the sandy areas around the 
great lakes, al this has not yet been 
demonstrated.“

Yesterday he came to his wife’s house in 
this city and confided in her the details of 
the proposed murder of McCormick, for 
whom Casker had conceived a strong dislike.
